SACRAMENTO (CNS) — Inclusion of $600,000 in Gov¬ 
ernor Edmund G. Brown’s 1962-63 budget for the University 
of California to implement the "trimester” plan of college 
operation marks what many persons believe is real begin¬ 
ning of an effort to put all school buildings in California 
to work 12 months each 
year. 

Like all changes in edu¬ 
cation, the new plan which 
will permit students to at¬ 
tend classes the year ’round 
and graduate in about three 
instead of four years, will 
move forward slowly. ’The 
budget figures contemplate 
a trial starting in the fall of 
1963 at the University’s 
Berkeley, Los Angeles, and 
Santa Barbara campuses. 

Already, it was learned, 
the State College Board is 
discussing the trimester 
plan, and if it ever gets go¬ 
ing in the state colleges, it 
is bound to filter down to 
the junior colleges, high 
schools and perhaps some¬ 
time even grammar schools. 

"THE TRIMESTER pro¬ 
gram,” Governor Brown 
said, “is designed to better 
utilize the physical facilities 
of the university. It will re¬ 
duce future building costs

by increasing total annual 
classroom capacity through 
year ’round use.” 

The year ’round use of all 
schools is under considera¬ 
tion by a Senate committee 
headed by Senator Virgil 
O’Sullivan, D-Williams. The 
senator believes students get 
too much free time in the 
summer, and not enough 
school work during school 
months. 

It is expected that the 
Governor’s move to help the 
university get started will 
boost O’Sullivan’s conten¬ 
tions and spark more enthu¬ 
siastic interest in cutting 
down taxpayers costs 
through using school plants 
throughout the year. 

GOVERNOR BROWN'S ap¬ 
proval of the university 
move is not a thought of the 
moment. It has been dis¬ 
cussed thoroughly by the 
Board of Regents, and much 
argument has gone on as to 
how to start the program so 
that students, the university 
and public could benefit 
most by the effort. General¬ 
ly, Regents approved the 
idea of using the university 
plant to its fullest capacity. 

But in order to acquire a 
satisfactory transition from 
the traditional semester to 
the trimester, wherein stu¬ 
dents may attend the uni¬ 
versity a full 12 months, if 
they choose, or eight 
months, much detail will 
have to be changed. 

The Regents, according to 
Lt. Gov. Glenn Anderson, a 
member of the board and a 
supporter of the trimester 
plan, plan to start the new 
system by retaining the two 
traditional 16-week semes-

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY 

OF SIERRA MADRE AMEND¬ 
ING SECTION 9326 OF THE 

SIERRA MADRE CITY CODE 

RELATING TO HOME OCCU¬ 
PATIONS. 

THE CITY COUNCIL OP THE 
CITY OP SIERRA MADRE DOES 
ORDAIN: 

SECTION 1. The City Council 
finds and determines that the 
amendment hereinafter set forth 
was initiated by the Planning 
Commission of this City, and 
upon appropriate public hearings, 
was recommended to this City 
Council: that the City Council, 
after public hearing thereon, has 
determined that the amendment 
In the form hereinafter set forth 
will serve the best Interest and 
advantage of this community, and 
after further report from the 
Planning Commission thereon, or¬ 
ders the amendment as follows: 

SECTION 2. Section 9326 of the 
Sierra Madre City Code Is hereby 
amended to read os follows: 

Section 9326. Home Occupations. 

“Home Occupation” Is an occu¬ 
pation carried on by the occupant 
of a dwelling as a secondary use 
to the customary residential pur¬ 
pose. The following criteria shall 
be determinative of a valid home 
occupation. 

A) It shall not Involve employ¬ 
ment of help other than resident 
members of the family. 

B) It shall not generate pedes¬ 
trian or vehicular traffic beyond 
that normal to the residential 
zone In which It Is located. 

C) It shall not Involve the use 
of commercial vehicles for deliv¬ 
ery of materials from the prem¬ 
ises (common carriers excepted). 

D) It shall not Involve the use 
of signs other than the minimum 
required by law. 

E) It shall not Involve more 

than 25% of the dwelling floor 
area. . 

P) A home occupation may be 
conducted only within an en¬ 
closed building, possessing four 
walls and a roof, whether the 
same constitutes part of the mam
